ANNUAL  REPORT 


For  Year  ending-  31st  December,  1927. 


TITHE  Governors  of  the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary  have 
pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Subscribers  their  56th 
Annual  Report  and  Financial  Statement. 

Financial. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £25,602  8s.  9d.  The 
ordinary  expenditure  wTas  £25,788  12s.  5d.,  but  to  this  has 
to  be  added  the  extraordinary  expenditure  amounting  to 
£2,730  8s.  lid.,  making  a  total  expenditure  for  the  year  of 
£28,518  16s.  4d.  The  income  this  year  has  included  legacies 
left  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Institution  amounting  to 
£1,838  2s.  lid.  There  was  brought  forward  a  debit  balance 
of  £2,710  11s.  lid.,  making  a  total  debit  balance  to-day  of 
£5,626  19s.  6d.  It  is  only  fair  to  explain  that  the 
extraordinary  expenditure  has  included  renewals  and  increase 
of  the  machinery  used  in  the  laundry,  from  which  the 
Institution  will  derive  considerable  benefit. 

Endowment  Fund. 

The  sum  of  £7,900  0s.  Od.  has  been  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Endowment  Fund  this  year,  and  the  Governors  are 
exceedingly  grateful  to  all  the  Donors. 
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This  Fund  is  a  Capital  Account,  and  the  interest  from  the 
investments  is  placed  to  the  General  Fund  for  the  upkeep  of 
the  Institution. 

Extension  Funds. 

Two  Extension  Funds  have  been  opened  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  contributions  from  Donors  who  are  desirous  of 
assisting  in  the  erection  of  extensions  to  the  Infirmary  itself, 
or  at  the  “  Nook,”  Greenfield.  Contributions  will  be  gratefully 
received. 

V.D.  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  continues  its  work  of  treating  cases  of 

venereal  disease,  and  the  number  of  new  cases  treated  during 
the  year  was  228,  and  the  number  of  attendances  made  during 
the  year  was  8,440. 

Pathological  Laboratory. 

The  Governors  are  again  pleased  to  report  that  this 
department  continues  to  do  very  useful  work  for  the 
Institution.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know  that  the 

private  practitioners  in  the  town  have  availed  themselves  of 

the  facilities  provided  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  a 
larger  degree  than  heretofore,  and  many  have  expressed  their 
satisfaction  at  receiving  reports  so  expeditiously.  958 
specimens  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  is 

comprised  of  four  Consulting  Surgeons,  one  Honorary  Consulting 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  one  Honorary  Consulting  Radiologist, 
four  Honorary  Acting  Surgeons,  four  Honorary  Assistant 
Surgeons,  one  Honorary  Physician,  one  Honorary  Ear,  Nose, 
and  Throat  Surgeon,  one  Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  one 
Honorary  Radiologist,  one  Honorary  Pathologist,  and  two 
Anaesthetists.

MASSAQE  DEPARTMENT 
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Dr.  A.  H.  Godson  resigned  his  position  during  the  year, 
having  reached  the  age  for  retirement  laid  down  in  the  rules 
governing  the  Institution.  The  Governors  desire  to  place  on 
record  their  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  excellent  services 
rendered  by  Dr.  A.  H.  Godson  during  his  22  years’ 
association  with  the  Infirmary.  He  gave  his  services  in  a 
willing  and  ungrudging  manner,  and  rendered  splendid 
assistance  to  the  Governors  in  their  work  of  relieving  the 
sick  and  suffering. 

Dr.  Godson  has  been  appointed  Honorary  Consulting 
Surgeon,  and  the  Governors  sincerely  hope  that  they  will 
have  a  long  association  with  him  in  the  administration  of  the 
Institution,  in  which  work  he  takes  a  keen  and  lively 
interest. 

The  work  of  the  Staff  during  the  past  year  has  been 
exceedingly  heavy,  as  the  statistics  will  show. 

They  have  performed  with  willingness  all  the  heavy 
work  which  has  been  placed  upon  their  shoulders,  and  the 
Governors  are  grateful  to  the  Staff  for  the  valuable  and 
skilled  services  they  have  rendered  during  the  year. 

Administrative  Staff. 

The  Governors  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  able  and  enthusiastic  services  rendered  to  the  Infirmary 
by  the  General  Superintendent,  and  their  satisfaction  with 
the  manner  in  which  his  Staff  have  discharged  their  duties. 

Nursing  Staff. 

The  Staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  comprised  of  tho 
following  : — One  Matron,  one  Sister  Tutor  and  Home  Sister, 
seven  Sisters,  forty-one  Nurses  and  Probationers,  and  the 
Governors  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  of  the 
Nursing  Staff  has  been  carried  out  efficiently,  and  has  given 
them  satisfaction. 

Miss  Mary  Mackintosh  resigned  her  position  as  Matron 
after  ten  years’  useful  work  in  the  service  of  the  Institution. 
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Miss  F.  A.  Oke,  the  Assistant  Matron  of  Huddersfield 
Infirmary,  was  appointed  as  the  successor  to  Miss  Mackintosh. 

In  view  of  the  increased  number  of  Lectures  to  the 
Nurses,  and  in  compliance  with  the  regulations  laid  down 
by  the  General  Nursing  Council,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  appoint  a  Sister  Tutor,  and  the  Governors  are  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Sister  appointed  is  carrying  out  her  duties 
satisfactorily. 

A  Student  Nurses’  Association  has  been  formed,  and  a 
Nurses’  Recreation  Club, 

Domestic. 

The  Staff  now  numbers  27,  and  their  work  has  given 
satisfaction. 

Resident  Medical  Staff. 

The  duties  of  the  House  Surgeons  have  been  performed 
quite  satisfactorily. 

There  are  three  House  Surgeons  on  the  Staff,  one  in 
charge  of  the  Women’s  and  Children’s  Wards,  one  in  charge 
of  the  Men’s  Wards,  and  one  in  charge  of  the  Out-Patient 
and  Special  Departments. 

Obituary. 

It  is  with  very  great  regret  the  Governors  record  the 
deaths  of  the  following  members  of  the  Governing  Body : — 
Sir  T.  R.  Marsden,  C.B.E.,  J.P.,  Mr.  Edwin  Schofield, 
Mr.  Thomas  Orme,  Mr.  Charles  Ward.  These  gentlemen 
were  very  enthusiastic  in  their  work,  and  their  services  will 
be  greatly  missed.  The  Governors  tender  their  deep  sympathy 
with  the  families  of  these  gentlemen. 

The  “Nook.” 

Undoubtedly  the  outstanding  event  of  the  year,  indeed  one  of 
the  outstanding  features  in  the  progress  of  the  Hospital  since  its 
foundation,  was  the  official  opening  of  the  “  Nook  ”  Convalescent 
Hospital,  Greenfield. 
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The  Souvenir  of  the  official  opening  fully  set  out  details  of 
this  new  branch  of  the  Infirmary’s  activity,  but  it  is  well  to  place 
on  record  in  this,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Oldham  Royal 
Infirmary,  some  details  of  this  splendid  addition  to  the  Institution. 

The  acquisition  of  the  “  Nook  ”  was  made  possible  by  the 
generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  L.  Hargraves,  who  left  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  provision  of  a  Convalescent  Hospital,  and  a  further 
sum  for  endowment  purposes,  this  forming  a  valuable  nucleus  of 
a  most  excellent  scheme.  It  can  now  be  stated  definitely  that  this 
adjunct  of  the  main  Institution  is  proving  of  tremendous  benefit. 

Since  its  official  opening  no  less  than  272  patients  have  been 
treated  in  that  Institution,  and  the  Governors  are  pleased  to  record 
the  fact  that  the  work  carried  on  at  the  “  Nook  ”  is  of  high  order, 
and  the  patients  admitted  to  the  Wards,  have,  undoubtedly,  been 
assisted  to  a  quicker  recovery  to  health  than  would  have  been  the 
case  had  they  been  transferred  direct  to  their  homes. 

The  opening  ceremony  was  kindly  performed  by  Dame  Sarah 
Lees,  who  once  again  illustrated  her  keen  interest  in  the  welfare 
and  advancement  of  the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  it  was  stated  that  the  “Nook” 
would  contain  approximately  80  beds.  It  has  been  found  that 
28  patients  can,  with  comfort,  be  admitted. 

The  stables  in  the  grounds  have  been  converted  into  a  house 
for  the  residence  of  a  Porter,  and  ample  sleeping  accommodation 
for  the  Night  Staff. 

After  several  months  of  experience,  it  has  been  found  that  the 
foresight  of  the  late  Mr.  H.  L.  Hargraves  was  exceedingly 
accurate,  and  that  his  generosity  has  been  the  means  of  furthering 
the  activities  of  the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary  on  a  very  substantial 
scale. 
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Doctors  Loftus  and  Wood  have  been  appointed  Medical 
Officers  at  the  “  Nook  ”  for  a  period  of  three  years.  They  are  on 
call  for  any  emergencies  which  may  arise  at  the  Hospital,  and  pay 
daily  visits.  Members  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Infirmary  also 
pay  frequent  visits,  and  the  Governors  are  pleased  to  report  that 
the  arrangements  made  are  proving  highly  .satisfactory. 

Ambulance. 

At  the  time  of  the  official  opening  of  the  “  Nook,”  a  new 
Daimler  Ambulance  was  presented  for  the  use  of  the  Infirmary. 
This  was  a  further  generous  gift  of  Dame  Sarah  Lees,  and  the  use 
of  the  Ambulance  has  illustrated  that  it  is  a  tremendous  asset  to 
the  comfort  of  the  patients  for  whom  it  is  utilised. 

General. 

The  Governors  are  pleased  to  record  that  the  work  of 
installing  the  Wireless  Apparatus  in  the  Wards  of  this  Infirmary, 
and  also  at  the  u  Nook,”  has  been  completed,  and  has, 
undoubtedly  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  Patients  occupying  the 
beds  in  these  Institutions,  and  a  great  pleasure  to  the  Staff.  They 
are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Chamber  of  Trade,  through  whose 
activities  this  installation  was  made  possible. 

Dame  Sarah  Lees  broadcasted  an  appeal,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Infirmary,  on  the  22nd  May,  1927,  and  the  result  of  that 
Appeal  was  very  satisfactory. 

The  Chamber  of  Trade  held  a  Garden  Party  in  the  grounds 
of  the  “Nook”  during  the  Summer,  and  from  the  result  thereof 
certain  useful  articles  of  furniture  were  handed  to  that  Institution. 

The  Infirmary  were  generously  allowed  an  exhibit  in  the 
Town  Hall  during  the  observance  of  Health  Week,  and  a  great 
number  of  people  visited  this  exhibit,  and  were  undoubtedly 
interested  in  details  of  the  work  of  the  Institution  which  were 
supplied,  and  they  responded  quite  generously  in  the  matter  of 
contributions. 
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In  view  of  the  increasing  amount  of  work,  and  the  large 
number  of  Patients  and  Staff,  the  Governors  found  it  imperative 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Laundry,  and  new  Machinery  has 
been  installed  at  considerable  cost,  as  indicated  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  this  Report.  The  results  obtained  have  been 
excellent. 

The  Governors  again  place  on  record  their  grateful  thanks  for 
the  splendid  help  received  from  the  various  Sports  organisations 
in  the  town.  This  help  has  been  exceedingly  useful,  and  it  is  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  work  of  the  Infirmary 
is  regarded  with  such  esteem  by  the  gentlemen  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  these  organisations. 

Excellent  assistance  has  been  received  also  from  the 
promoters  of  Plays,  Concerts,  and  Dancing  Exhibitions,  and  from 
various  Societies  and  Associations. 

The  Governors  tender  their  gratitude  to  all  who  have  worked 
so  hard  in  the  interests  of  this  Institution,  and  they  appreciate 
most  highly  the  efforts  made  to  assist  them  in  their  beneficient 
work  of  relieving  the  sick  and  suffering. 

There  is  great  pressure  upon  the  beds  of  the  Infirmary,  and 
the  Governors  have  under  consideration  a  scheme  for  providing 
additional  accommodation-  Tenders  for  this  work  have  been 
invited,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  work  will  go  forward  if 
such  tenders  prove  satisfactory.  Considerable  expense  will  be 
entailed,  but  the  Governors  feel  confident  that  their  anxiety  to 
cope  with  the  increasing  demands  upon  the  Institution  will  meet 
with  a  satisfactory  response. 

They  realise  fully  that  the  trade  of  the  town,  and  of  the 
districts  served  by  the  Institution,  is  in  a  very  depressed  condition, 
but  they  feel  sure  that  the  public  will  do  their  utmost  to  assist 
them  in  their  work,  even  though  it  entails  some  person al 
sacrifice. 
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It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  the  Governors  to  record  the  fact  that 
the  large  number  of  people  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  the  Institution  have  expressed  themselves 
in  no  mean  terms  regarding  the  efficiency  and  the  administration 
of  the  Infirmary,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  deputations 
tend  to  bring  home  to  the  public  a  better  idea  of  the  usefulness  of 
the  Infirmary  to  Oldham  and  District  than  any  appeal  made  in 
writing,  and  they  again  cordially  invite  a  continuance  of  these 
deputations. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  great  increase  in  the  work  of 
the  Institution,  and  there  is  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of 
accidents  and  casualities,  particularly  in  the  number  of  street 
accidents,  a  great  number  of  which  are  due  to  motor  cars  and 
other  mechanically  propelled  vehicles. 

The  question  of  motor  car  accidents  is  presenting  a  very 
serious  problem.  Hospital  Authorities  throughout  the  Country 
feel  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  devise  some  means  of 
reimbursing  Hospitals  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  treating 
motor  accident  cases,  and  for  the  provision  of  additional 
beds. 


It  is  well  to  point  out  that  Hospitals  are  not  legally  entitled  to 
any  contribution  for  the  treatment  of  such  cases.  If  such  patients 
are  treated  privately  the  Doctor’s  fees  are  included  in  the  claim 
against  the  Insurance  Company,  but  because  the  services  of  a 
voluntary  Hospital  are  sought  no  contribution  of  any  kind  is 
made.  The  voluntary  Hospitals  are  primarily  in  existence  for  the 
treatment  of  the  sick  poor,  but  in  the  case  of  street  accidents 
no  patient  whose  condition  warrants  admission  to  the  AYards  is 
refused.  It  is  true  that  on  some  occasions  when  a  patient  has  been 
so  admitted,  he  or  she  has  given  tangible  proof  of  gratitude  for  a 
speedy  recovery,  but,  unfortunately,  such  cases  are  rare.  It  will 
readily  be  realised  that  such  cases  occupy  beds  which  are  required 
for  other  cases,  hence  the  need  for  additional  accommodation. 
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The  Governors  stress  this  point  in  their  Report  because 
they  feel  that  if  it  is  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  public 
that  such  conditions  exist,  the  help  received  from  the  motoring 
fraternity  will  be  increased. 

In  concluding  their  Report,  the  Governors  desire  to 

emphasise  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  and  appreciation  to 
all  those  wTho  have  generously  contributed,  either  in  money  or 
in  kind,  during  the  year  1927.  It  is  a  matter  of  impossibility 
to  thank  individually  all  who  have  thus  contributed,  but  the 
Governors  give  the  assurance  that  all  assistance,  no  matter 
how  small,  is  appreciated  to  the  full,  and  inspires  them  with 
the  thought  that  their  work  on  behalf  of  the  sick,  suffering 
and  needy,  does  not  go  unappreciated,  and  is  not  looked  upon 
as  a  matter  of  course,  but  rather  in  the  light  that  this 
Institution  is  rendering  noble  service  to  those  who  have 

occasion  to  seek  its  assistance. 

The  voluntary  Hospital  system,  and  the  spirit  of 

philanthropy  which  permeates  the  public  mind  will, 
undoubtedly,  continue ;  and  assistance  to  such  institutions  as 
the  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary  will  be  maintained.  The 

Hospitals  will  thus  be  enabled  to  continue  their  activities  in 
the  interests  of  those  who  require  skilled  medical  and 
surgical  attention,  and  who  are  unable  to  provide  the  means 
for  such  treatment.
